charter. 
Loans anil be made by a loan com ­ 
m ittee under rules laid down by the 
board of directors lim iting the size ! 
and terms of the loans. Six per cent 
interest will be charged. Loans must 
be secured in a m anner satisfactory j 
to the directors. 
One Vote Each 
Membership in the union is se­ 
cured through the paym ent of a 
fee of 25 cents. 
In tin* transaction 
of business each stockholder is given 
one vote regardless of the amount 
of stock lie holds. 
No loans may be made to any o f­ 
ficer or director of the union. 
The credit union has been organ­ 
ized here on lines sim ilar to that 
upon which unions are operating in 
other sections of the country.

N a former narrative a sketch was 
given of company E, of the second 
regiment cf the Pennsylvania vol­ 
unteers, the first body ot troops 
from Adams county to respond to 
President Lincoln’s call for troops 
on April 15, 1861, “To suppress com ­ 
binations and cause the laws to be 
executed.” 
The next organization from Ad­ 
ams county was company K of the 
Pennsylvania 
Reserves; 
mustered 
into the service at Harrisburg, Pa., 
on June 8. 1861, and mustered out 
i on June 13, 1864. 
The next to follow company K 
was a cavalry organization from 
Adams county, the subject of this 
narrative. T his body of troops had 
i its inception along the Mason and 
D ixons line, in the border State of 
Maryland, and took its name from 
its organizer, Captain Henry A. Cole, 
and for this reason is known in the 
i annals of the war as “Cole s Cav­ 
a lr y ”

all the services of all the companies. 
The narrative will be confined ch ief­

For A ir Service to U.S. 


W ashington, Mar. 7 (AP)—France 
j Friday joined European competition 
J for the rig h t to operate a transat- 


j lantic air service to the United 
1 States, exchanging form alities with 
this Governm ent which cleared the 
way for possible experim ental flights 
this year. 
British and G erm an companies 
previously had signified their inten­ 
tion of m aking such tests this sum ­ 
mer. 
After these experim ents, a deci­ 
sion will be m ade on which country 
or countries is to become the Euro­ 
pean term inus of th e proposed air­ 
line—to be operated jointly by pri­ 
vate companies here and abroad. 
Geographical factors and the de­ 
sirability of facilities offered prob­ 
ably will figure in the final choice. 
French Mission Assured 
A French mission, composed of 
I representatives of private steam ship 
and aviation companies, received 


j formal assurances at a meeting to­ 
day with the official American com- 
; m ittee on international aviation that

tion, of Akron, Ohio.

permission had been granted if they 
were decided upon. 
Flan Tests This Year 
In other quarters, however, it was

Tile official announcem ent said, 
however:
